ELECTRIC 
CARS IN 


Forty Persons Injured in 


an Accident at 
Los Angeles, 


LOS ANGELES, November 5. 


—At least forty persons were in- 
jured, some of them seriously, in a 
rear-end 
collision on the Long 


Beach electric road at 7 o'clock this 
morning. 


The car from this city to Long 


Beach had stopped at a crossing 
just this side of Compton to take 
on a passenger. There was a dense 
fog prevailing. The car contained 
fjhirty-three 
passengers. 
Hardly 


had it stopped when a work car, 
containing about forty Mexican la- 
borers, and two foremen, which had 
been closely following, crashed into 
it at full speed. Not a person on 
the passenger car escaped injury 
a.nd some of them have received 
frightful cuts and bruises. 


Motorman Seamans, of the work 


car, was badly and perhaps fatally 
injured. He stuck to his post, and 
.yelled to the men on his car to 
jump. 
Some of them did so, and 


were injured in that way. 


A car bound to this city from 


Long Beach was stopped opposite 
the wreck, and many of the injured 
were placed aboard of it. While 
standing there a work car which 
had been following it through the 
fog bumped into it, and more peo- 
ple were injured, some of those who 
had received injuries in the first 
collision being again injured in the 
second one. 


• So far there have been no fatal- 
ities, and the injured are being 
brought -to the hospital's in this 
city as fast as possible. 


Both the cars in the first collis- 


ion were smashed to kindling wood 
and the passenger car which re- 
ceived the impact of the second ac- 
cident was badly shattered but was 
run to the city.

RUSSIA ACCEPTS DRAFT OF 


THE CONVENTION. 


Final Exchanges of Commission of 


Inquiry Into North Sea Affair 


Will Be Ratified. 


ST. PETERSBURG, November 


5, 1141 p. m.—Russia has accept- 
ed the telegraphic draft of the An- 
glo-Russian convention 
for the 


commission of 
inquiry into the 


North Sea incident, submitted to 
Russia Wednesday, as announced 
in these dispatches at the time, and 
the final exchanges will be ratified 
in London. The convention covers 
six articles as previously forecasted 
from here. 


The commission will sit in Pans 


and will consist of five members, 
Russian, 
British, American and 


French, the representatives of these 
four nations to choose the fifth 
man. Broad outlines for the inquiry 
are laid down b> the convention, 
but the commission will have wide 
latitude m determining all tin rele- 
vant facts. Although the conven- 
tion is agreed to, it is believed that 
some 
minor matters connected 


with the subject, the exact nature 


of which cannot be ascertained, are 
still undecided. 


The Associated Press has Mrong 


reason to believe that the letter 
from Yigo published in the Xovoe 
"Vrem>a this morning represents 
practically the substance of Vice-

Rojestvenskj's 
d< tailed 


report submitted to Emperor Ni- 
cholas to-day by Captain Clado. 
Indeed, it is almost certain that 
the letter was written by Captain 
Clado himself.

has attracted 


much attention, being accepted by 
the public as well as by the Novoe 
Yremya as the complete Russian 
version of the North Sea mi ident. 


Commenting editorially on the 


letter the Novoe Vremya declares 
it sho'ws it was not a case of panic, 
nor of the misreading of signals, 
but of cool calculation of the time 
for the arrival of the torpedo boats 
after they were sighted by th: Rus- 
sian transport. The Novoe Vrem- 
\a sajs the commission will have 
an opportunity of seeing the wire- 
less messages on the subjec t.

Stuart MacMullan is the .son-in-law of a candidate for Supervisor 


in the Fourth District, in opposition to my colleague H. D. Rowe. He

a citizen, to file general charges against the Board in the Superior 
Court. These charges were embodied in an accusation presented but 
.not sworn to against Supervisor Row. As the dummy complainant 
refused to make oath to his allegations the Court refused to consider 
them. 


Then the Grand Jury, at the request of Mr. Rowe and his col- 


leagues, took the charges up and thoroughly investigated them. After 
a searching examination, the Grand Jury found the charges of extrav- 
agance and waste of public money to lie without foundation ; also the 
accusation that the members of the Board had collected excessive and 
unlawful sums for mileage. 


Moreover, the Grand Jury investigated the management of the 


County Infirmary, which had been assailed by a discharged employe, 
and found it to be competent, judicious and economical; commended 


t instead of condemning it. 


The Board of Supervisors was exonerated in every respect at the

Judge Parker and the Trusts. 


Judge Parker's belated attack on the trusts may be accounted 


for in two ways. 
It may be onh a despairing attempt to create 


a diversion that will put some' life ;n the Democratic campaign or it 
may be in revenge for the failure of the trusts to put up the expected 
sums for the Parker campaign fund. Appearances indicate that the 
Democratic managers have a. more or less justifiable grievance against 
the big capitalistic combinations. In a sense they are the victims of 
misplaced confidence. 
While the trusts backed Judge Parker for the 


nomination, they have been slow in subscribing to his campaign fund. 
This reluctance to putting up was not due to a desire to see Parker 
defeated but to the conviction that ITS defeat was inevitable. The trusts 
objected to throwing money away on the one hand, on the other they 
were anxious to be on their good behavior the moment they realized 
that Roosevelt was sure of election. 
Naturally this thrifty policy has 


offended the Democrats and given a shock to Judge Parker, who has 
been tarred with trust affiliations yet denied the assistance he was led 
to expect he would receive fiom tru-.t money. Hence his wrath at the 
people who put him in the race and then refused to back him. Judge Par- 
ker should have spoken against the trusts as soon as he was nominated. 
He should not have waited till the closing days of the campaign to open 
up a furious crusade against them. Thoughtful men are apt to contrast 
his silence when he was openly charged with being the candidate of the 
trust with his fierce denunciation after it became known that the Demo- 
cratic appeals for campaign 'imds h; d fallen on deaf ears. Judge Par- 
ker probably resented having to bear the odium of the trusts without 
getting their financial help, so he is m open revolt. He is charging the 
Republican campaign committee wi h getting the money he expected 
would be given the Democratic c?mpaign committee, but that is a 
mere assumption. No proof has been produced to back it up, and the 
assertion has met with an emphatic denial. The laugh appears to be 
on the Democratic can.l'date. 
He has been used and thrown aside 


the moment he ceased to be of use. His position is therefore both 
painful and ludicrous, and h<; is naturally smarting under it.

Roosevelt Castigates Parker. 


It is to be regretted that the Presidential campaign was not per- 


mitted to end as it began, v ithout a, resort to personalities and abuse. 
Till within four weeks of election the canvass was dignified and wholly 
free from the objectionable features which have characterized some 
previous campaigns. 
But suddenly the World and Times of New 


York and the Brooklyn Eagle, apparently in sheer desperation, began 
to charge Chairman Cortelyou wit i blackmailing the trusts with the 
knowledge and connivance of the President. The public looked incre- 
dulous and demanded the proof.

We say a great deal about the suc- 


cessful 
Californian in the world of 


letters, and take great pride In prais- 
ing our own. 
But after all, In the

tion, Gertrude 
Atherton and 
Jack 


London. 


So It was not to be -wondered at 


that the auditorium of the Home Club 
showed one of the most representa- 
tive audiences of the season. 


Jack London was very shy and dif- 


fident, very slow to warm up to his 
subject, and you found It hard to be- 
lieve that this rather awkward younp; 
man had just finished in the Century 
Magazine the story of the year, "Thn 
Sea Wolf."

oj 


Corean days came over the speaker, 
one began to notice the fine word pic- 
tures, and later one followed with, 
keen interest the wanderings of tho 
correspondent in the Orient. 
For tho 


first time some of these people rea- 
lized what It meant to represent a 
big paper—what thousands of dollars 
it cost, and how necessary !t 
-was 


that your paper should not be beaten 
on the news. 


Jack London told thn story—how tha 


American and English correspondents 
went 
over to the Orient with 
thii 


strongest of pro-Japanese feelings. 


He described the Japanese as they 


appeared 
to tho ordinary 
tourist, 


bowing and scraping, and kow-towing-, 
and full of polite ways. But the other 
picture showed the Japanese 
when 


you came down to do serious business 
with him., And what a picture it was! 
It showed the intense hatred and bit- 
ter contempt of the Japanese for the 
white man. 


It made your blood boil at the way 


the white men were treated by the 
high caste Japanese, and by the scum 
of the earth In Toklo. The indignities 
the white men had to suffer, made you 
realize the wide gulf that must always 
remain between the yellow and 
the 


white races. Tliere is not much broth- 
erhood possible, for all our friendly 
overtures. 


Jack London showed that the Jap- 


anese 
are still in the 
semi-savage 


state, with a little veneer of civiliza- 
tion—but throughout the length and 
breadth of Japan there Is a contempt, 
an abiding hatred of the white man 
that makes itself felt whenever 
the 


Japanese feel that they have the upper 
hand. 


They were absolutely without honor 


in all dealings with the American cor- 
respondents, even the very men who 
had come here, and absorbed the best 
that our colleges had to offer. It was 
a tale of 
long continued insult 
to 


which one listened, and the audience 
applauded heartily when Jack London 
knocked 
dowr. the insulting Tokio 


hoodlum, Oshima.

course, he wa» nearly 
court- 


martialled out of Japan for It, but 
there was not an American man In that 
large audience who would not hav» 
done Just the same.

It was a superb picture that Jack Lon- 
don gave of the masterly retreat of 
General Kuropatkin after the battle 
of Llao-Yang. 


It seems the Japanese have not been 


so immensely successful as we have 
supposed them, and the masterly re- 
treat of General Kuropatkin will be 
considered one of the finest pieces of 
military maneuvering and engineering 
the world has hitherto known. Gen- 
eral Kuropatkin retreated, leaving not 
one wounded soldier on the field, and 
leaving only 6he battery, which had to 
be drawn by twenty-four horses and 
was simply buried in the mud. 


There was a burst of enthusiastic 


applause over the superb word picture 
showing 
the Russian retreat 
from 


Llao-Yang. The final summing up of 
the whole le-ture is of value, coming 
from one who has been on the field, 
in close touch with affairs, and com- 
ing from a man of the standing of Mr. 
Jack London. 


"As to the outcome of the war," he 


said, "Russia will win. She was not 
prepared for the war, and Japan was. 
But Japan is a poor country, she is 
putting forth all her effort in the be- 
ginning, and trusting to entanglements 
and to other nations for help.

a Statement Vindicating Him 


From False Accusations. 


, Supervisor Rowe has addressed <-i circular letter to his constituents 


answering certain false and scandalous allegations contained in an an- 
onymous circular distributed throughout his district. 
He encloses 


with the letter a statement signed by the foreman, secretary and other 
members of the last Grand Jury completely refuting the charges set 
forth in the a.nonymous circular. Mr. Rowe himself flatly contradicts :» 
the more serious allegations in detaii, and paints out their source and 
animus. 
His letter and the statement from members of the Grand 


Jury are as follows: 


Dear Sir:—In as much us a great amount of literature has been 


circulated throughout the Fourth .Supervisorial District in the in- 
terest of one of my opponents, tending to convict me of extravagance 
and reckless waste of Count}- moneys, as a member of the Board of 
Supervisors, I feel that I owe to my constituents a fair statement of 
my record as their representative on the Board during the past four 
years. 


Let me first point out a few of the many glaring falsehoods and 


misstatements contained in the charge made, as conclusive of their 
general unreliability: 


In one of these circulars is printed a map purporting to show the 


roads in this Supervisorial District, as well as the actual distances 
from my residence. 
Not one-sixth of the roads in the district are 


shown on the map, and the distances are measured by the air-line 
route. 


In this connection the same people who have issued this pamph- 


let had an irresponsible person file an accusation against me to have 
me ousted from office, setting forth these same bills in detail and 
alleging specifically that during the last four years I had defrauded 
the County of the aggregate amount of $38.50 in excess mileage 
charges. So well did they know that the charges were false that they 
did not even swear to the accusation as required by law, and when the 
case was called in court the attorney for the complainant himself 
practically admitted that they were without standing, refusing to 
amend the accusation. The Grand Jury being then in session, at my 
demand'investigated the matter and presented the following as their 
report: 


"We have investigated the charge brought against Supervisor 


H. D. Rowe in regard to his having charged excessive mileage, and 
in our judgment Supervisor Rowe did not overcharge mileage but act- 
ed within the law provided lo govern Supervisors in the matter of 
mileage." 


In a criticism upon the construction of the tunnel connecting Ala- 


meda and Contra Costa Counties it if. alleged that I charged for bug- 
gy hire various extravagant sums aggregating over $1000. I NEVER 
AT ANY TIME charged the County of Alameda a single penny for 
1)ll£Tgy hire, yet the whole intent of ihe charge as printed is to con- 
vey the impression that the various :.tems were charged for and col- 
lected by me, a statement absolutely untrue. 


Another article headed "Another Ballot Machine Dear in Pros- 


pect'' intimates that I intend to do what I can to proceed to the 
letting of a contract for the purchasi- of 100 machines when only 71 
were required or could be used. 
They do not say that when the 


original contract'was let I fought it from start to finish and favored 
the purchase of only 10 machines in order that they might be given 
a thorough trial, and the County not put to a heavy'loss. Neither do 
they say that I have repeaH-dly, in open meeting of the :Board of 
Supervisors, opposed the payment of many bills which to me seemed 
either extravagant or unnecessary. 
Meither do they say that it was 


I who defeated the equipment of the Treasurers office with a counting 
device and safe at a cost of $.55,000. Why are they silent as to these 
things? Why do they distort the farts to make it appear that I am 
unworthy of the support of good citizens? 
Because the author of 


all these articles is Stuart MacMullan. Does he acknowledge them? 
Will you find any name on these circulars as accepting the responsi- 
bility for them? 


Stuart MacMullan is the son-in-law of one of the candidates for 


the position of Supervisor. 
Stuart .MacMullan has a claim against 


the County for over $22.000, which he claims as commissions on the 
assessment of property he alleges to have discovered. Perhaps Stuart 
MacMullan reasons that if his father-in-law were Supervisor he would 
stand a better chance to get the 822.000 than if I were Supervisor. 
This may explain it aJI. 


In conclusion permit me to say that I believe I have earned 


the support of my constituents. J have never wrongfully erred. 
I 


have always stood for the right and for what I believe to be for the 
best inti-rcsts of this County. 
If re-.'lccted, I shall do everything in 


my power, as I have in the past, to keep down expenditures to a 
proper basis, safeguarding the interests of the taxpayers at all times.

STATEMENT OF THK GRAND JURY. 


To the voters of the Fourth Supervisorial District of Alameda 


County.—Believing that a political campaign should be conducted in 
the interest of truth and fair dealing, we wish to call attention to the 
following statement of facts bearing on the candidacy of H. D. Rowe 
for re-election to the position of Supervisor of Alameda County:

labor union nominees. The politicians throw up 
their hands again. 
Certain it is that there is a 


bit of a revolt in the Citizens' Alliance over this 
indorsement of Murasky, and the Mayor's let- 
ter will lose him more votes th.m he \\ ill gain 
by it. 
The Citizens' Alliance letter has hurt 


Troutt, rather than helped him as he is sup- 
posed to be the weakest of the incumbents. 


The wise men seem to have picked Se.iwell to 


win as a certainty. Yet he is on but one ticket, 
the Democratic, and that has bef n prove n to be 
the weakest ticket in the field \\hen the parties 
split into three parts.

a stout non-partisan movement for Sea\\ ell, but 
the question gro\\s whether this movement will 
be strong enough to overcome his handicap of 
being on but one ticket. 


Now Gallagher and Burcliard have two nomi- 


nations each—the Republican and the Union 
Labor. Yet the wise men do not count on either 
to win. It is figured that sufficient Republicans 
and Union Labor voters will abandon their tic- 
kets to make the election of Gallagher and Bur- 
chard impossible, though the Ijmping of the 
votes of the t\\o parties would seem t j make 
an election sure. 


Then the guess is whether Conlan will be able 


to defeat Troutt or Kerrigan. Conlan has the 
Democratic and I'nion Labor nominations, and 
the "push" is wo'kmg hard for him. The ideas 


as to whether he will be elected vary as widely as 
the poles are separated. 


But those who really study politics have quit 


guessing on the Judges. Few people talk poli- 
tics, and any sort of a surprise may come out of 
the mix-up. The Roosevelt landslide may carry 
all four Republicans with it, as this year it is easy 
to stamp a straight ballot, and a great many 
voters vote along the line of least resistance. 
That Roosevelt will carry the .city by a big 
plurality seems a foregone conclusion, and these 
landslide } ears upset all sorts of wise calcula- 
tions.

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Chairman Stone of the Republican State Cen- 


tral Committee says he will bet that Roosevelt 
will have 40,000 plurality in the State but that he 
will not bet on 50,000. He sa\s the apathy will 
result in a light vote, tho'i^h there is a large 
registration. 
So he does not count on the tre- 


mendous vote that some Republicans expect. 


But one of the men connected with Southern 


Pacific politics gave me an estimate of 70,000 
plurality for Roosevelt as a minimum, and said 
he would be very much disappointed if it did 
not go over that figure. He says there will be 
20,000 south of Tehachapi. 10,000 in San Fran- 
cisco, 8000 to 10,000 in Alameda and Contra 
Costa, 2500 each in Sacramento and Santa Clara, 
3000 in Humboldt, close 10 a thousand each in 
Marin and San Mateo—and so down the line, 
with even Fresno showing a, fat figure on the 
Roosevelt side. The most optimistic Democrats 
seem to admit about 30,000 for Roosevelt. But 
neither side has any acturl figures. There has, 
in fact, been no campaign.

It 
boldly announces that Gavin Ik cNab will tell 
the people how to do-kway with crookedness in 
politics. And here is how the circular says it: 


"It will be the province of G vin McNab to 


tell the people of San Francisco what they can 
do about it, and how. He will speak to the as- 
semblage on the subject of 'Pr, ctical Politics,' 


and his address will be a message to all the de- 
cent population of San Francisco capable of be- 
ing led to its duty. A great many of the most 
ardently patriotic men in the community deplore 
the downward tendency of public affairs, but 
think themselves powerless to make things bet- 
ter because the\ don't know where to begin. To 
them practical politics is a mystery. 
Natural 


taste, mental equipment and habit of life oper- 
ate to keep them out of it; but principally a very 
natural diffidence about going into something 
they know little about. They need instruction in 
the art. They need to be shown that it is not so 
mysterious and difficult after all, and that there 
is nothing impossible about making themselves 
effecth e and influential to the extent of their ca- 
pacity if they will only exert themselves in the 
right way. 


"Mr. McNab will show them what that way is. 


Nobody in San Francisco is better qualified to 
give voters primer instructions in political ser- 
vice and civic duty; and it is a fortunate conjunc- 
ticfn of circumstances that he has the disposition 
to do it, while the Association can offer to the 
occasion a large public gathering eager to hear 
him. It is possible that a salutary change in the 
attitude of San Francisco citizens toward politics 
will date from this event. Over 400 guests are 
expected to attend."

Gavin McNab, who has a fine sense of 


humor all his own, must have laughed at that 
even harder'than did everybody else with political 
sense. Gavin enjoys a joke, and this one on the 
Merchants' Association is a wonder.

PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT SCORES JUDGE PARKER 


NEW YORK JURIST GUILTY OF CONDUCTING CAMPAIGN OF FALSEHOOD 


WASHINGTON, No\ ember 5.—President 


Roosevelt last night made the following signed 
statement to the American peop'e in answer to 


"Certain slanderous accusation^ as to Mr. Cor- 


tehou in public speeches by Mr. Parker Demo- 
cratic candidate for the Presidency : 


"White House. Washington, N n-. 4. 


"Certain slanderous accusation as to Mr. Cor- 


telyou and myself have been repeated tune and 
again by Judge Parker, the candidate of his party 
for the office of President. He neither has pro- 
duced nor can produce am proof of the truth of 
the charges, jet he has not withdrawn them, and 
as his position gives them wide currency I speak 
now lest the silence of self-respect be misunder- 
stood. Mr. Parker's charges are, in effoct, that 
the President of the United States and Mr. Cor- 
telyou, formerh Mr. Cleveland's executh e clerk, 
then Mr. McKinley's and my secretary, then Sec- 
retary of Commerce and Labor and ncrv chair- 
man of the Republican National Committee, 
have been in a conspiracy to blackmail the corpo- 
rations, Mr. Cortelyou using his knowledge 
gained while he was Secretary of the Department 
of Commerce and Labor to extort money from 
the corporations, and I, the President, having ap- 


pointed him for this special purpose. The grava- 
men of these charges lies in the assertion that the 
corporations have been blackmailed into contrib- 
uting and in the implication, which in one or two 
of Mr. Parker's speeches has taken the form 
practically of an assertion, that they have been 
promised certain immunities or favors, or have 
been assured that they would receive some kind 
of improper consideration in view of their con- 
tributions.

Work commences in Germany at 6, 


6:30 or 7 o'clock in the morning and 
usually stops at the corresponding hour 
the evening, writes Jol>i Callan 


C'Laughlin in the November World's 
Work, 
The workman has a quarter of an 
hour for breakfast, from an hour to an 
hour and a half at noon for dinner, and 
a quarter of an hour in the afternoon 
for tea. 
Sometimes, and in some fac- 


trries, the breakfast period is not au- 
thorized. Sometimes afternoon tea is 
omitted. 
The average length of 
the 
day's work is ten hours. In the textile 
industry it may be a quarter of an hour 
longer. 
The care of women and children has 


concerned the state for more than the 
hours of the male 
workers. 
Night 
work for women is prohibited, nor can 
they remain in the shops after 5:30 
on Saturday afternoon or on the eve of 
a holiday. The law fixes the maximum

hours, 
ft. midday rest of one hour Is 


compulsory, and women with house- 
hold cares may claim an extra half 
hour.

The trust issue was touched upon at 
some ength, Senator Knowland declar- 
ing that the nomination of Judge Park- 
er nullified the anti-trust plank In the 
Democratic national platform.

provement Associa-.on to take steps to 
chanfe the name of Railroad avenue to 
Lincoln avenue, of which It Is an ex- 
tension. The Southern Pacific tracks 
have lately been taken up on the thor- 
oughlare at the West End and the 
residonts 
there 
object to the term 
"railroad" as a damaging misnomer. 
The subject was brought before the 
Trustees by a committee composed of 
Adolph Hecker and Rev. William Bran-< 
des. 
The City Attorney Is to be In- 


structed- to take the necessary steps 
in the matter and if no serious protest 
is voiced within sir weeks the name 
will be changed by ordinance. 
Flre Chief F. K. Krauth presented 


a written report as to needed repairs 
to the flre alarm system, in -whicfi he 
told of a clash with 
Superintendent 


G. A Wiese of the light- department, 
who -s also superintendent of the local 
Gamcwell Fire Alarm System. There 
h'ad been some words in Chief Krauta's 
office when Wiese had demanded to 
know who was running the flre alarm 
system. "I am, as I am Chief of this 
department," Krauth had replied. He 
had further informed 
Superintendent 


Wiese, he said, that he (Wiese) had 
allowed the flre alarm system to go 
plurab to a piece -where the climate Is 
far -warmer. Chairman Hammond of 
the Fire Committee Is to see that tests 
are applied to the system. 
Chief Krauth also submitted a report 
as to remodeling the flre department on 
the plan to disband the volunteer com- 
panies and action may be taken at the 
regular meeting next Monday night.
